The first part of the Jaw is devot-

on established income and are de-

These 
include a thorough investigation of 
the business of the applicants for 
permits to sell securities,- 'the classi- 
fication of the securities, etc. Each 
broker -is required to pay a -license 
fee of ,?25,' while the 'salesmen must 
pay a fee of ?3 annually. In addi- 
tion a fee of ?1 for each $1,000 of 
securities offered for sale in

state will be exacted. 


The newspapers'of the state will 


play a most important part in the 
enforcement of the law and in the 
protection of the public: It is pro- 
vided that no advertisement for the 
sale of any securities can be used 
in Wisconsin until a copy of the ad- 
vertisement has 'been filed with and 
approved by the Railroad commis- 
sion, and ,an advertisement for. the 
sale of class -by securities must con- 
tain the following in bold face type:

CO-OPERATIVE 
SOCIETIES 


KEPT WAR PRICES DOWN 
A recent Co-operative 
Congress 


held at Carlyle, England, brought 
Dut some interesting facts in regard 
io the co-operative movement 
in 


Great Britain, says the 
American 


Chamber of Commerce in London. 
It was stated by the President of 
the Congress "that the co-operative 
movement.had been the chief pro- 
lector of food supplies and the lim- 
itation of prices in Great . Britain 
Juring the war. 


At the outbreak _ of the war the 


iistribntive 
societies 
had 
about 


1,000,000 members. Today the mem- 
bership is nearly 4,000,000. In the, 
pears 1913-18 their retail trade in- 
:reased from $4:5,000,000 to $780,- 
DOO,QOO and their wholesale trade 
from ?200,000,000 
to ?400,000,000. 


In the same period the value of the 
production-of the two -wholesale so- 
:ieties had .increased from $55,000,- 
X)0 to more than $115,000,000. ., 


At the present time, the Ameri- • 


. More than 400 boys, on parole 


from the Boys' Industrial school at 
Waukesha, absconded during the war- 
and enlisted in the army ,or navy, 
according to M. J. Topping, secre- 
tary of the state Board of Control. 
Practically every one of them has 
now returned to Wisconsin and as 
an excuse for absconding presented 
his honorable discharge from the 
army or. navy to the board and was 
immediately discharged from 'serv- 
ice. 
. 
. 
. 
. 


But the boys from the Industrial 


school were not the only ones on 
parole who absconded to enter the 
service. 
Several who had been pa- 


roled from the. reformatory at Green 
Bay enlisted, most of them under 
assumed names, but they returned as 
soon as discharged and immediately 
reported to the board. In fact, most 
of them did not wait to be discharg- 
ed before notifying the Board -of 
Control. 
Dozens of them did write 


to the board, from France, stating 
that they could not resist the temp- 
tation to enlist when there was such 
an urgent call for men, and promis- 
ing to report and finish their sen- 
tences as soon as discharged from 
the service^. 


Regain Citizenship 


But the governor and the members 


of the Board of Control decided long 
ago that every man who had violated 
his parole to fight for his country 
would be given his full citizenship 
upon presentation of .an 'honorabls 
discharge. 


In addition to those on parole 


from the various state institutions 
many young "men who had been con- 
victed of a fe'iqny, his first offense, 
and had been placed on probation by 
the trial court, Absconded to fight 
for his country. 
vThey also are re- 


turning and immediately reporting 
to the board and are "being discharg- 
ed from further probation. 


Here's an Example 


"Only last week," said'B/.M. Jos- 


tadt, state probation officer tod^y, "a 
young man convicted of burglary in 
Eau Elaire county and who-had be£iv 
placed on probation, walked into OTJT 
office in his. uniform. 
He had be<*n 


placed on a farm in Eau Claire com-' 
ty, but the urgent call for men had 
gotten Tinder his hide. 
He abscond- 


ed, went to St. Paul and enlisted in 
the army, was sent to France, where 
he went over the 'top seven times. 


He was ^discharged a week ago 


and immediately came to our office 
ready to take his punishment for 
violating his probation. 
When he 


presented his honorable 
discharge 


from the army 
and 
his 
record 


showing that he had gone over the 
top seven times, the board ordered 
his' discharge at 
.once 
and ?243 


which he had earned 
before ab- 


sconding and which had . been de- 
posited with my department 
was 


turned over to him." 


Peculiar Conditions Now. 


Now that the war is over and most 


of the young men .who absconded 
from parole or probation _ to enlist 
have returned and/been discharged, 
the difficulties which the Board of 
Control faced during the war are 
coming to light. 
When the first 


call for men came in the spring of 
1917 many probationers asked the 
Board of Control for permission to 
enlist 
The matter was taken -up

with the war department only to 
receive the reply that no man who 
had ever been convicted of a- felony 
could enlist in the army or navy. 


' That' settled the question so far 


as the Board of Control was con- 
cerned. It'could not'give its con- 
sent to any of those men and boys 
to enlist. It was held that even if 
the .governor granted them an ab- 
solute1 pardon and restored them to 
full citizenship, the stain was still 
on them and they were not.eligible 
for service. 


They Cheat the Draft 


Then another side of the 
story 


developed. The draft came on and 
many of those men and boys feared 
they would be termed slackers, that 
they would be liable for punish- 
ment under the espionage act for 
evading the draft. 
Not a few of 


them stole away in the night and 
went to Canada where they enlisted 
under assumed names, were sent to 
France and 
more than 
one was 


awarded the Croix de Guerre. 


"The members of the Board of 


Control were 'between the devil and 
the deep sea,'" declared 
Jos.tadt: 


"Thf.y could not -give their consent 
to the probationers to enlist and 
they did not want to oppose the 
draft.' 
The matter was explained 


to those who applied for release to 
enlist and that is why so many ab- 
sconded to join the colors; 


Are Now Reinstated. 


"I believe T i f ' t h e board had 'an- 


nounced that all probationers who 
wished to enlist that fully 75 per 
cent of them would have 
volun- 


teered immediately, but when they 
saw the board could not act. they 
took 'French leave' even 
though 


(every one of them expected to be 
' sent to prison on their return. But j 
the members of the board, with the 
consent of the governor, gave them 
their freedom as soon as they re- 
turned with an honorable discharge."
